New evidence in support of the cam- 
paign graft charges of John A. Hen- 
nessy, which led to the John Doe in- 
vestigation of the whole subject, is pour- 
ing in on District Attorney Whitman 
from all sides, particularly from up- 
State counties, where contractors have 
been busy for several years on the 
Barge Canal and new State highways. 
The collapse of George H. McGuire, for 
many, years a strong Tammany factor 
in Onondaga County, has started the ball 
rolling. 

It was only a few hours after Mc- 
Guire’s breakdown on Tuesday that one 
of the best of a number of new clues 
reached Mr. Whitman. Within a few 
hours after the receipt of this informa- 
tion Mr. Whitman had his assistant, 
John Kirkland Clark, speeding toward 
Oswego. Mr, Clark, it was said, was 
following a ‘‘rea@ hot” trail. 

It was learned late last night that the 
District Attorney’s new informant was 
ex-Judge Charlies N. Bulger, formerly 
First Deputy Attorney General of the 
State and for thirty-eight years a lead- 
er in Democratic politics in Oswego 
County. The information came to Mr. 
Whitman that Judge Bulger could sup- 
port Hennessy charges of ‘ sandbag- 
ging ’’ contractors on State work. 

Telegrams were sent between Oswego 
and this city, and it was said on au- 
thority last night that Judge Bulger 
was ready not only to support the Hen- 
nessy charges, but also to present evi- 
dence which would indicate that Hen- 
nessy had not been half strong enough 
in his assertions, It was said that Judge 
Bulger, in the first case, had proof that 
the list of forty-three ‘ sandbagged ” 
contractors furnished by John A. Hen- 
nessy was much too small, and, in the 
second place, that the amount collected 
by prominent Democratic politicians 
from these contractors was much larger 
than Hennessy had asserted. 

Mr. Hennessy placed the amount at 
nore than $200,000 for a single year, 
‘nd said that mos: of the money, al- 
though contributed ostensibly for cam- 
»oaign purposes, in reaiity found its way 
New York for division, and that it 
was not listed among the campaign re- 
ceipts filed with the Secretary of State. 


Bulger Long in Politics. 


Ex-Judge Bulger has had a stormy po- 
litical career within the last few years. 
'n September of last year he was de- 
feated at the Democratic primaries, thus 
tosing his seat as a Democratic State 
Committeeman after thirty-eight years 
in the harness. His defeat hy Francis 
‘i, Cullen, it is said, marked the begin- 
ning of a bitter fignt. It was charged 
in the primary fight that Bulger was in 
league with the Republicans. This same 
charge, it was recalled, was made by 
John A. Hennessy against Henry P. 
Burgard of Buffalo and against George 
H. McGuire of Syracuse. The confes- | 
sion of McGuire already has shown that | 
Hennessy was right in that case. The! 
victory of Burgard over William H. | 
Fitzpatrick, the Murphy lieutenant in 
Buffalo. accounts for Burgard’s hatred 
of the old machine.

HUSBAND SUES DR. SPITZKA 


Say Specialist Allenated Wife from 
Him—Seeks $50,000. 


Joseph Gershgall, a jeweler, who oc- 
cupies an apartment on the fourth floor 
of 906 Simpson Street, tne Bronx, began 
sult yesterday in the Supreme Court 
against Dr. Edward Charles Spitzka, 
the nerve specialist, for $50,000 dam- 
ages, charging that Dr. Spitzka alienat- 
ed the affections of his wife, whom 
he married on Sept. 17, 1902, and with 
whom he had lived happily until the 
first of the present year, when ‘ne com- 
plained that Dr. Spitzka had “* wickedly 
and wantonly enticed’? her away from 
him. 

Gershgall refused to amplify the ac- 
count of his grievance given briefly in 
his complaint when visited last night 
by reporters, He appeared to be about 
32 years old. © 

Dr. Spitzka declined to meet news- 
papermen, but sent word through the 
male attendant at his office that there 
was no foundation whatever for Garsh- 
gall’s charges, and that he was confi- 
dent he would be successful in defend- 
ing it. The affidavit of service in the 
suit showed that the complaint had been 
handed to Dr. Spitzka on Sept. 18. 


SHOT BY BROOKLYN MAN. 


Guide Mistaken 
Cable for a Deer.

BANGOR, Me. Nov. 12.—Charles 
Dodge, 48 years old, of Guilford, em- 
ployed in the mills of the Piscataquis 
Woolen Company there, was shot and 
instantly killed near the head of 
Schoodic Lake yesterday. This is the 
fourth fatal hunting accident in Piscata- 
quis County since the season opened. 

Sheriff Brown of Dover has ordered 
the arrest of Neal Cable of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., a sportsman staying at Nelson 
McNaughton’s camp at Schoodic, pend- 
ing the result of a Coroner’s inquest to 
be held on Thursday. 

According to reports, Dodge started 
yesterday morning on a hunting trip 
with McNaughton and Cable, the latter 
a brother of Robert Cable, McNaugh- 
ton’s partner in conducting the sport- 
ing camps, and Cable became separated 
from his two companions.‘ About noon, 
when Dodge and McNaughton were sit- 
ting on a log eating their luncheon, 
Cable approached them without being 
able to see the two men through the 
undergrowth, but he heard a_ sound, 
and, raising his rifle, fired, thinking his 
mark was a deer. The bullet struck 
Dodge in the head. 

Should the Coroner’s Jury find Cable 
responsible for Dodge’s death it is be- 
lieved that the county authorities will 
push the case to the limit. There is a 
statute for homicides as a result of 
hunting accidents providing a maximum 
penalty often years’ imprisonment, but 
it has never been imposed.

J. H. Fuertes, civil engineer, member 
of the Metropolitan Sewage Commission 
and a son of the late Prof. Fuertes, 
head of the engineering department of 
Cornell University, living at 444 East 
Seventeenth Street, Brooklyn, received 
a telegram yesterday with the informa- 
tion that Neal Cable, a stepson of Mr. 
Fuertes, had accidentally shot and killed 
Charles Dodge, a mill employe, who was 
acting as guide for a hunting party 
near Schoodic Lake, of which young 
Cable was a member. 

Inquiries at the home of Mr. Fuertes 
resulted in very little information, how- 
ever. A man who answered the tele- 
phone, and said he was a son-in-law of 
Mr. Fuertes, ventured the information 
that Neal Cable was about 30 years old, 
and that he had been in Maine for 
“some time.” He did not know Mr. 
Cahle’s business nor his Brooklyn ad- 
dress. Mr. Fuertes was out of the city. 
he said, and he had no way of obtaining 
further information about Neal Cable. 


TEACHE? JUMPS FROM ROOF 


Dread of Examinations Leads Anna 
Burnett to Suicide. 


Miss Anna Burnett, a young teacher 


of a primary gjass in Public School 15, 
in Westchester Avenue, the Bronx, had 
been in the habit for some weeks past 
of going out for a walk every evening 
after dinner in the Burnett apartment 
on the top floor of 533 West 156th Street. 
After a day’s work with a class of small 
children she needed relaxation in the 
open air before settling down to several 
hours of study for the dreaded oncoming 
examinations which, if she passed them, 
would make her eligible to teach in the 
higher grades. Her father and mother 
thought nothing of it last evening when 
she slipped on her coat and said she 





She had not been gone more than half 
an hour when word was carried up from 
the street below that she had killed her- 
self by leaping from the roof of the six- 
story apartment house. Martin A. Ken- 
nelly, a salesman living around the cor- 
ner in Amsterdam Avenue, was walking 
along 156th Street when he saw her body 
strike the picket fence in front of the 
house and fall into the areaway. 

The father, James Burnett, a boss car- 
penter, could think of no other explana- 
tion of the suicide than her ceaseless 
study and her great worry over the ex- 
aminations. For many nights, he said, 
she had talked and thought of nothing 
but arithmetic, and usually the solution 
of difficult problems would hold her 
until 2 o’clock in the morning. She had 
given way under this strain. Miss Bur- 
nett was 24 years old.

In addition to Hochberg and Terry, 
who were arrested by Marshal Henkel 
and Special Deputy Marshal J. T. Don- 
ohue at the brotherhood’s present head- 
quarters at Avenue A and Fourteenth 
Street or nearby in the street, those 
taken into custody yesterday were Pat- 
rick Johnson, William P. Glock, George 
T. McGrath, and William D. Busillis. 
Johnson and Eusillis were under bail 
already in connection with alleged as- 
saults on mail auto truck chauffeurs. 
Arraigned before Commissioner Shields, 
they were held in $5,000 bail each for 


examination. 

Meanwhile Marshal Henkel and his 
deputies are looking for six or seven 
more strikers. They have the assist- 
ance of some of the members of the 
union, who did not wish to go on strike 
and were content with the treatment 
they received from the Postal Service, 
Incorporated, the company which has 
the contract for transporting the 
mails. These men have been sworn in 
for the occasion as Special Deputy 
United States Marshals. 

Although the defendants are to be 
brought up again for examination be- 
fore Commissioner Shields on Monday, 
it is understood that this will be a 
purely formal proceeding. They are 
likely to be indicted by the Federal 
Grand Jury, before which much evi- 
dence has been presented by Deputy 
Assistant United States District Attor- 
ney Roger Wood. 

The offense of wilfully obstructing 
the passage of the mails, on which 
Terry, Hochberg, and the others are at 
present held, is a misdemeanor, and ts 
punishable by imprisonment for as 
much as two years and a fine of as 
much as $10,000. 

A policeman still rides on each down- 
town mail vagon to protect the new 
ehauffeurs, though the strike, which 
took place many weeks ago, is not 
noticeable to the employers. Supt. Por- 
ter of the company said last night that 
it would be necessary to Keep the po- 
lice guard a while longer. 

“A night or two ago,” he said, ‘one 
of the policemen was hit with a brick, 
and last night the doors of one of the 
wagons were found iocked. This could 
have been done only by_ strikers.’ 

Assistant Postmaster Murphy praised 
the police highly, and says their tact in 
dealing with the situation had been com- 
mended to Police Commissioner Waldo 
toth by Postmaster Morgan and the 
Postmaster Gencral. 

“‘Tf the mail wagons were _not guarded 
by policemen,” he eaid, ‘“they would

One after another, the 
offices were investigated and in every 
case it was obvious that after being in- 
stalled by the telephone company, the 
telephones had been taken out and their 
wires had been diverted, presu ably by 
a privately retained corps of linemen. 

Then came the search over roofs for 
the secret terminus of thesé wires and 
Utzeman knew the scent was hot when 
he found them converging on the roof 
of the Sixth Avenue building raided yes- 
terday. The lost wires met there in a 
big cable and that cable led down the 


chimney. 

The rest was easy. Inspector Gillen, 
with Utzeman and four other detectives, 
invaded the building, with axes under 
their overcoats. Apparently, the tip 
went ahead of them, for even as they 
mounted the stairs to the third floor 
they could hear a scramble and a scurry 
inside, and the axes were swung only 
to reveal deserted rooms. The exit had 
been the chimney, fitted out for just 
such an emergency. The detectives hur- 
ried to the roof. The roof was empty. 
They were too late. 

Utzeman, however, had stayed below 
on the third floor, and even as his com- 
panions ran upstairs, one of the many 


telephones rang. He took up the re-

The 
telephones on the third floor tables were 
labeled ‘‘ Pimlico,”’ ‘‘ Latonia,” ‘‘ Ken- 
wood Park,’ and the like. Almost 
every large track in the country was 
represented. Most of these wires had 
been cut. There were 500 racing sheets. 
After the inventory all this was carted 
away. It took several wagons. 

Gillen said that some of the telephone 
instruments had been put in the build- 
ing ten years ago. He described it as 


the most completely equipped exchange 
he had ever geen and predicted that an

It is understood that the statement 
will not ke addressed to anybody in par- 
ticular, hut will be in the form of a 
communication to the press and that it 
is intended for the information, not only 
of the American people, but of foreign 
Government concerned over the state of 
affairs in Mexico. 


Bryan More .teticent. 
Secretary Bryan sald it would not be 


proper to say the statement was " immi- 
nent.’’ He thought it best, he said, not 
to attempt to fix a time when it might 
be expected. The expectation in official 
circles is that the subject matter will 
not deal with matters of future policy; 
it will not be necessary to await until a 
policy is determined before the issuance 
of this important communication.

JAPAN TO SEN A WARSHIP. 


The Izumo Going to Mexico to Pro- 
tect Japanese There. 


TOKIO, Nov. 12.—The Japanese Gov- 
ernment decided to-day to send the 
armored cruiser Izumo to Mexican wa- 
ters for the protection of Japanese sub- 
jects in Mexico. Officials of the Jap- 
anese Foreign Office say that the dis- 
patch of the vessel to Mexico is mere~ 
ly a'precautionary measure. The fol- 
lowing statement was made public: 

“The Japanese Government is sincere- 
ly desirous that the situation in Mexico 
should improve and that natives and 
foreigners in the country should be 
safe, but judging from reports, the lives 
residents 
there cannot be said to be secure. Al- 
ready some of the powers have dis- 
patched warships to Mexican waters, 
and one nation is negotiating with an- 
other for the purpose of intrusting its 

ationals to its care. The Japanese in 
Mexico number about 3,000, mostly scat- 
tered in the interior. The Japanese Le- 
gation is doing everything possible to 
prepare for an emergency, but the Gov- 
ernment considers it expedient to pre- 
pare for the possibility of its nationals 
being placed in a position of danger, 
and therefore has decided to dispatch 
the Izumo.” 

It is believed here that the Japanese 
Government first sounded the United 
States in connection with the sending of 
warships to Mexico in order to avoid 
the. possibility of misinterpretation of its 
action. 

The Izumo is being prepared for her 
voyage at the naval base of Yokosuka.

AMMUNITION FOR BORDER. 


Memphis Hears That 23 Cars of It 
Are on the Way South.

MEMPHIS, Tenn., Nov. 12.—It was 
reported here to-day that the Illinois 
Central Railroad had handled twenty- 
three cars of mixed ammunition destined 
for points on the Mexican border within 
the past week. The shipments, it is said, 
were sent to New Orleans, to be trans- 
ferred to the Southern Pacific Railroad. 


Other shipments are to follow, if re- 
ports from the railroad are correct. 

These shipments are carefully guarded 
by employes of the railroad, and the 
cars are said to be tagged as containing 
“merchandise.”’

Al- 
though this result was smaller by al- 
most $14,000 than the amount collected 
on Tuesday, George W. Perkins, Chair- 
man of the Executive Committee, said 
he was more than satisfied with the 
progress of the campaign. 

The features of the noon-day luncheon 
at the campaign headquarters at 25 
Broad Street yesterday were a stirring 
speech by John Wanamaker and the 
announcement of a $25,000 contribution 
from Coleman du Pont on behalf of the 
new Hquitable Building. Mr. du Pont’s 
gift was the largest single donation of 
the day, and was accompanied by @ 
letter which Mr. Perkins read, in which 
Mr. du Pont congratulated the Execu- 
tive Committee on the campaign. 

“As you know,” wrote Mr. du Pont, 
“TY am interested in the new Equitable 
Building now being erected. It will ac- 
commodate about 12,000 persons, many 
of whom will be young women and 
young men engaged in office work. The 
programme that your committee is un} 
dertaking, in my judgment, will be of | 
inestimable value to these young wom-| 
en and young men. It is exactly the sort 
of practical assistance that they need, 
and I am gure will greatly appreciate. 
I am go impressed with this, that, on 
behalf of the new Equitable Building, 
I hereby contribute $25,000 to the fund 
being raised.”

He 
gave half a day’s pay, and two small 
boys who had earned $2.80 pulling weeds 
out of their father’s garden donated the 
entire sum to the cause.

Acting on information said to have 
been received from Paris, Special Treas- 
ury Agents Esterbrook, Coffee, and Wil- 
son went to the White Star Line pier 
yesterday morning to meet the liner 
Olympic from Southampton, on which 
William Allen Dunlap, son of the late 
Robert Dunlap, the hatter, was a pas- 
senger with his wife and three-year-old 
daughter Lavender. After the first 
cabin passengers had landed the Treas- 
ury agents waited until their twenty 
trunks had been put on the pier and 
then requested Mr. and Mrs. Dunlap to 
return to the Olympic and answer some 
questions regarding jewelry and gowns 
brought by Mrs. Dunlap from Paris. 

For more than an hour and a half 
Mrs. Dunlap sat with the agents of 
the Treasury Department in the recep- 
tion parlor outside the dining saloon 
while they examined her jewelry, worth 
several thousand dollars, which was 
earried in an iron jewel casket. Mr. Dun- 
lap sat beside his wife ahd answered 
the questions that were put to him from 
time to time by the Government offi- 
cials. 

At the end of the examination the 
Treasury agents accompanted the two 
Passengers to the pier, where their bag- 
Gage was examined. Some of the trunks 
were stamped and released, and others 
containing foreign gowns and jewelry 
were sent to the Appraiser’s stores fer 
| further examination to-day. 

It is understood that Mr. and Mrs. 
Dunlap seek to bring their baggage into 
'the country free of duty on the ground 
| that they are foreign residents. They 


lived in this country last at 100 West 
Eightieth Street, Manhattan, but gave 
up this home in 1910. .The customs of- 
ficials would not discuss the case yes- 
terday except to say that Mr. Dunlap 
might have to pay a heavy duty if he 
could not prove that he and his wife 
were foreign residents and that all the 
expensive jewelry in his wife’s posses- 
sion belonged to Mrs. Dunlap and was 
not intended for any other person in this 
country.

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FRENCH LOAN BILL TO-DAY. 


Amount to be About $280,000,000 
—Success of the Issue Certain. 


By Marconi Transatlantic Wireless Tele- 
graph to The New York Times. 

LONDON, Thursday, Nov. 13,—The 
Paris correspondent of The Daily 
Telegraph says in a dispatch dated 
yesterday: 

“No particulars as to the new 
French State loan will be exactly 
known until the Cabinet to-morrow 
submits a bill for sanctioning the is- 
sue, but the figure will be in the 
neighborhood of 1,400,000,000f. ($280,- 
000,000.) 

“It is believed that there will be 
a three per cent. perpetual stock. 
There is not the least doubt that the 
loan will be covered several if not 
many times in France alone. 

“The Government will issue the 
loan as soon as possible after the bill 
has gone through Parliament.” 


Message from King George Read at 
Opening of Conference. 


LONDON, Nov. 12.—The delegates to 
the International Conference on Safety 
at Sea held their opening meeting to- 
day at the Foreign Office under the 
Presidency of Lord Mersey, the well- 
known jurist. 

A message from King George was read 
to the conference. After most cordially 
welcoming the delegates, the King said: 

The question the delegates are about to 
consider is one in which I take a special 
interest, for it affects closely the Hives and 
welfare of vast numbers of my subjects, 
and as a sailor I have had personal ex- 
perience of many of the matters which 
will come up for consideration by the con- 
ference. An international agreement on 
the measures necessary to remove or to de- 
crease the perils of the sea would confer 
untold benefit on humanity throughout the 
world. I earnestly trust that the labors of 
the conference to achieve this end may be 
crowned with success. 

Lord Mersey, who was chosen unani- 
mously as permanent Chairman of the 
conference, warned the delegates that 
they must discard the idea of attainiug 
perfection. While, he said, the aims of 
the conference were simple, the means 
by which they were to be obtained 
were far from easy. Many of them 
could be dealt with only by men of long 
experience and expert knowledge. 

While striving to reduce sea risks to 
a minimum, Lord Mersey said, the 
means taken must not be such as would 
prevent the reasonable handling of a 
ship or of such an extravagant kind as 
to destroy the shipping trade. At the 
same time he suggested that wherever 
doubt existed the tendency should be 
always to lean toward the line of safety 
rather than toward the line of economy. 
The increased cost incurred in_the true 
interests of safety would, the Chairman 
said, be met cheerfully by the public, 
who, after all, were those who had to 
pay. 

The Right Hon. Sydney Buxton, Pres- 
ident of the Board of Trade, in welcom- 
ing the delegates on behalf of the Brit- 
ish Government, expressed the fervent 
hope that their labors might be fruitful 
of success. 

A luncheon in honor of the delegates 
Was subsequently given by Mr. Buxton 
at the Foreign Office. Sir Edward Grey, 
the Foreign Secretary, was among those 
present. 

Twelve nations are represented at the 
conference. These are the United States, 
Great Britain, Belgium, France, the 
Netherlands, Russia, Denmark, Ger- 
many, Norway, Spain, Canada, and New 
Zealand. 


NEW CHINA GOVERNMENT. 


Senate to Disappear and Adminis- 
trative Council to Take Its Place. 


PEKING, Nov. 12.—President Yuan 
Shih-kai intends to summon an ‘‘ Ad- 
ministrative Counclil,’’ which, in addi- 
tion to transacting State affairs, will 
draft regulations governing the new 
Parliament. The council will number 
71 members, consisting of the Cabinet 
officers and others appointed by the 
President, and the Provincial Governors, 
who have already been appointed by 
him. 

Yuan considers that the present House 
of Representatives is unwieldy, and de- 
sires its reduction to 300 members. The 
original number of Representatives was 
596. The powers of the Parliament will 
also be materially curtailed, and the 
Senate will disappear, giving place to 
the Administrative Council, which will 
be a permanent body. 

This programme was announced to- 
day, and it will probably be carried into 
effect if the opponents of the. President 
are not able to bring about its modifi- 
cation. 

In the meantime the remnant of Par- 
liament is permitted to continue hold- 
ing informal meetings, but can do no 
business because of the lack of a 
quorum. 

Manoeuvres in which 7,000 combined 


American, British, Japanese, German, 
French, and Russian troops were en- 
gaged have been executed in Tien-Tsin.

LONDON, ‘Thursday, Nov. 13.—The 
Daily Express prints sensational dis- 
patches from a correspondent who has 
been trying to enter Somaliland to in- 
vestigate the condition which led to the 
recent cutting up of a British camel 
corps. 

The correspondent declares that hor- 
rors rivaling the Congo atrocities have 
been committed on tribes friendly to 
the British in Somaliland by the Mad 
Mullah, and that the British Govern- 
ment is seeking to prevent the facts

“The most remarkable place I saw in 
Europe last Summer was Deauville,” 
said yesterday a man well known about 
town, who has just got back from five 
or six months abroad.

Supreme Court decisions had convinced 
him that that tribunal would not sus- 
tain any Federal attempt to restrain the 
Delaware authorities from punishing 
convicts by such means, as the court 
had held uniformly that the Eighth 
Amendment cf the Constitution provid- |} 
ing that ‘“‘cryel and unusual punish- 
ments’ shall not be inflicted, referred 
only to inflictions under Federal laws 
and did not extend to the States. 

Mr. McReynolds's ruling follows the 
receipt of a letter from Representative 
John M. Evans of Montana, who yester- 
day offered in the House a resolution 
asking that the Attorney General be in- 
structed to apply for an injunction in a 
Federal court to prevent the whippings 
as contravening the Eighth Amendment 
to the Constitution. 


NYACK EDITOR A SUICIDE, 


Helme, Broken In Health, Had Been 
Unable to Sleep.

George B. Helme, formerly editor of The 
Nyack Journal, committed suicide at 
his home in Nyack last night by inhal- 
ing gas. Mr. Helme, who formerly was 
Postmaster at Nyack, had been in fail- 
ing health for the last year. He retired 
from the newspaper business about 
three months ago. He sold his paper 
and retired from the Postmastership.

EPISCOPAL WOMEN 
FAVORED FOR VOTES 


Their 
Contest in Diocesan Conven- 
tion—May Win To-day. 





Partisans Carry First 


MUST CHANGE STATE LAW 





Soclalilst Rector Gets Third of the 
Votes of the Body Against a 
Conservative Rival. 


The question of selecting a new mem- 
ber of the Social Service Commission, 
which developed into a clash between 
radical clergymen and clergymen who 
were styled ‘‘ conservatives,’’ and the 
question of permitting women to vote at 
parish meetings, were debated at length 


yesterday at the opening session of the 


180th annual convention of the Protes- 
tant Episcopal Diocese of New York, 
held in the new Synod Hall of the 
Cathedral of St. John the Divine. 


On a final test the radical sympa- 


thizers polled a total of seventy-seven 


votes for the Rev. Irwin Tucker, the 
Socialist pastor of St. Mark’s Church in 
the Bouwerie, while the Rev. Ernest M. 
Stires, rector of St. Thomas’s Church, 
the ‘‘ conservative *’ candidate, received 
197 votes. 


The question of allowing the women 


members of congregations to vote was 


urged upon the convention by Francis 
Lynde Stetson. He was supported in a 
parliamentary fight to prevent the 
tabling of his proposal by Bishop David 
H. Greer, who presided, and by the Rev. 


Dr. John P, Peters, The Rev. Karl 


Reiland, who made a slightly humorous 


speech on the question of votes “‘ for the 
sisters,’’ provoked some laughter. But 
this was quickly quelled by Mr. BStet-

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Rising in his place and not waiting 
for the Chairman to recognize him, Mr. 
Stetson called out: ‘‘I hope the time 
has come when we consider such a seri- 
ous matter as this without laughter and 
in a spirit more sober than that of ridi- 


cule. It is a matter worthy of respect- 
ful treatment.’’ Mrs. Greer, who was 
present with a number of women 


friends in the gallery, applauded this 
sentiment. Many clergymen on the floor 
of the convention also applauded. While 
the opponents of the proposal yielded 
their opposition by ridicule, they con- 
tinued to oppose the measure by spirited 
speeches that were sometimes stopped 
in a chorus of objections. 

Those opposed to allowing the women 
to vote lost steadily on test votes on 
minor points. Finally they lost deci- 
sively on a vote to refer the whole mat- 
ter to a special committee, and after 
that there were pleas ‘‘ to allow us to 
sleep over the matter at least one 


night.” 
To be Settled To-day. 


Mr. Stetson said that while he earn- 
estly favored the proposal he did not 
want it passed without full and fair 
debate and would therefore favor poet 
ponement until this morning. The ee} 
ter finally went over and will be a spe-, 
cial order of business at the opening of 
to-day’s session. . 

The matter of permitting the women 
to vote came up through the introduc- 
tion, under auspices which were not 
announced, of this resolution: 


Resolved, That the Bishop shall appoint 
a committee of three, two of which are to

be members of the legal profession, to as- 
certain and report to the next convention 
whatever action may be necessary in order 
to secure a proper amendment to the laws 
of New York, to the end that all members 
belonging to the parish, of full age, who 
have been regular attendants at the wor- 
ship and contributors to its support for at 
least twelve months shall be considered 
properly qualified voters at any parish elec- 
tion or special meeting. 

Bishop Greer had demanded who was 
the “father’ of several resolutions pre- 
viously presented. When this one was 
presented he asked if any one could tell 
“who is its mother.’’ The Rev. Reg- 
inald D. Henshaw, of Rye, N. Y., arose 
in the midst of the laughter which fol- 
lowed Bishop Greer’s remark. He an- 
nounced that while the resolution was 
motherless, he was proud to announce 
his willingness to father it. 

Mr. Stetson gained the floor in a gen- 
eral clamor for recognition. He said the 
resolution was too complicated. He was 
earnestly opposed to woman’s yastrage 
in general, he said, but this matter he 
urged should be considered on a differ- 
ent basis from the general question of 
suffrage. He referred to the fact that 
women in the Episcopal parishes in the 
West and South had the right to vote. | 

The Rev. Dr. H. P. Nichols explained 
that in New Jersey the State laws gave 
parishes the right to determine who 
should vote, while in New York the law 
limited suffrage in church corporations 
to the men. For this reason he said 
that the State Legislature should be 
urged to drop the word ‘‘male”’ from the 
present law and permit each parish to 
decide for itself the question of the 
limits of its voting privileges. 


“ Emotionalism ” an Objection. 


An opponent of granting the women 
the right to vote urged that it would 
break up the ‘“‘sisterly feeling’’ in the 
parishes. “The women,’’ he said, 
“would inject an element of intense 
emotionalism into the campaigns for 
favorite vestrymen and after election 
seasons would not speak to one an- 


other.”” A chorus of “‘ No, no,”’ greeted 
this speech. 

Visitors from Colorado, Kansas, In- 
diana, Ohio, and Nebraska said, after 
aining the privilege of the floor, that 
n the States from which they came the 
practice of allowing women to vote had 
worked with great success, and had 
been a real benefit to the parish organ- 
izations. 

The Rev. Dr William T. Manning 
asked to be allowed to speak on behalf 
of thé Southern States. ‘‘I have re- 
cently returned from a visit there,’’ he 
said, ‘‘and I found the women voting in 
all the cones I want to say that 
the suffrage extended to them was 
wisely used and was not in any degree 
a detriment.” 

George Zabriskie attempted to side- 
track the resolution by a reference to 
the Committee on Unfinished Business. 
This was after speeches had been made 
urging that the matter be dropped on 
account of the —- nature of the 
general contest for woman suffrage and 
the political use that would be made of 
any decision on the part of the conven. 
tion. The vote on Mr. Zabriskie’s mo- 
tion was so close that a division was 
called for. A count echowed that it was 
defeated by a slender margin. 

Mr. Stetson, in order to get the mat- 
ter into simpler form, offered a substi- 
tute resolution reading: 

Resolved, That Se be permitted to 
vote at parish meetings and that a com- 
mittee of three be appointed to bring this 
end about. 


convention favored the resolution strong- 
ly enough to refuse delay in its con- 
sideration. Mr. Stetson suggested that 
it would be unwise to settle the matter 

‘either in haste or a spirit of laguhter. 
He therefore proposed the plan, which 
was adopted, of permitting’ the oppon- 
ents of the measure to sleep upon it for 
one night. 

The matter of electing a clerical and a 
ay member of the Social Service Com- 
mission produced a livelier debate than 
even that accompanying the discussion 
of granting the ballot to women. The 
new lay member, Ogden L. Mills, was 
elected unanimously. As clerical mem- 
ber the Rev. Dr. Ernest M. Stires_ was 
nominated, and a motion was made to 
instruct the Secretary to cast one ballot 


for him. 
The Rev. F. S, Smithers of Middletown 
objected. ‘I believe,’”’ he urged, ‘* that 


men of every phase of thought should 
be on this commission. Radical clergy- 
men have been eliminated more or less 
in the past. I think the radicals should 
have recognition. I propose for the va- 
cancy the Rev. Irwin Tucker, a Social- 
ist, and rector of St. Mark’s in the 
Bouwerle.”’ 


Radicals Poll a Large Vote. 

The vote, which was taken by ballot, 
Gave evident satisfaction to the Social- 
ist sympathizers, as they polled more 
than a third of the convention's 
strength. Mr. Smithers said that the 
result merely indicated that ‘‘ the rich 
parishes still control the Church, 2s 
they may continue to do for a short 
while longer.” 

A proposal to make a special investt- 
gation of the opportunity to perform 
social service among the foreign-born 
residents of New York was put over, 
after lengthy debate, until this morning. 


It was pointed out by Dr. Manning that 
all of the Protestant churches were 


working with about the 20 per cent. of 
the city’s povuieston which is native 
] 


born and allowing the rest of the city 
to go unheeded. 

A proposal to amend the canons of the 
diocese to prohibit the granting of the 
priesthood except to native-born Ameri- 
cans was voted down unanimously. 

The Rev. Dr. Peters made a bitter at- 
tack upon the way the excise law was 
enforced, He was supported by John L. 
Sague, ex-Mayor of Poughkeepsie, and 
by the Rev. Alexander G. Cummins, 
Chairman of the Social Service Com- | 
mission. Mr. Cummins proposed that a 
committee of twenty-five be sent to Al- 
bany to plead for a sane enforcement 
of the law and to point out the need for 
drafting a new law that it was intended 
to enforce and that could be enforced. 

Bishop Greer suggested @ smaller com- 
mittee, ‘I am more of a politician 
than you are,” ex-Mayor Sague spoke 
up, ‘‘and I know *hat at Albany there 
is weight in numbers.” The proposal 
for the committee of twenty-five was 
passed. 

Bishop Greer expressed the thanks of 
the diocese to the late J. Pierpont Mor- 

an and the late W. Bayard Cutting 
or donating Synod Hall to the Cathe- 
dral of St. John the Divine. To fill a 
vacancy caused by the death of Mr. 
Morgan, his son, J. Pierpont Morgan, 
was elected a member of the Board of 
Trustees of the Episcopal Fund. The 
membership on the Board of Trustees of 
the Estate and Property of the Church 
which was made vacant by Mr. Mor- 
gan’s death was filled through the elec- 
tion of Percy Pyne. 

The plan referred to the diocesan con- 
ventions by the General Convention last 
month to establish intermediary territo- 
rial divisions between the dioceses and 
the whole Church, to be known as prov- 
inces, each province to be governed by 
a Provincial Synod, wags adopted. 

The administration of the General 
Theological Seminary in this city was 
taken from the control of the diocese 
and turned over by the convention's vote 
to the general administration of the 
Church. 

Last night Bishop Greer and the 
Right Rev. Charles S. Burch, Bishop 
Suffragan of New York, held a recep- 
tion for all convention delegates at the 
Hotel Manhattan. 


ORDER ON WOODEN CARS. | 


May Not Be Used with Steel Cars 
on Electric Lines. 


The use of wooden passenger cars on 
any trains in which steel cars are oper- 
ated, was forbidden to the Long Island 
Railroad Company yesterday by the 
Public Service Commission, and the 
company was instructed that it must 
not use wooden cars on any electrically- 
driven trains unless it was absolutely 
necessary in order to maintain the 
schedule. After Sept. 15 next the com- 
pany must not‘use wooden cars on any 
electric passenger train under any cir- 
cumstances. 

At present the company is operating 
twenty-four of these wooden cars. 
When it began to install its electrical 
equipment, the commission permitted it 
to continue the use of wooden cars for 
a time on the understanding that it 
would replace them as soon as possible 
by steel cars. It has not yet completely 
effected the change, and now the com- 
mission has ordered it to cease mixing 
wooden and steel cars, because, as Com- 
missioner Williams explained yesterday, 
such a practice is dangerous railroading. 

On steam trains the company is still 
using wooden cars, but it is Hkely that 
the two Public Service Commissions, 
which, together, exercise jurisdiction 
over the company, will agree to compel 
it to bring its equipment up to date in 
this matter. 


NO. N. Y. MAIL CO. ASSETS. 


Sheriff Can Find Nothing to Levy 
On for $5,893 Executions. 


Three executions amounting to $5,893 
against the New York Ma!l Company of 
22 East Seventeenth Street, which until 
a few months ago had the contract for 
the transportation of the mail within 
the Boroughs of Manhattan and the 
Bronx, have been received by Deputy 
Sheriff Winters. One for $2,565 is in 
favor of the East Side Fireproofing 


Company, another for $1,647 in favor of 
the Erie Railroad Company, and the 
third for $1,681 In favor of the Gilroy 
Tire and Rubber Company. 

Winters said yesterday that he could 
find nothing on which to make a levy, 
and that he was informed that the com- 
pany had gone out of business. It was 
incorporated in June, 1901, with a cap- 
ital stock of $60,000, which was in- 
creased later to $150,000. Benjamin F. 
Hardesty was President up to April 16 
last. 


FOR WHITESTONE STATION. 


Service Commission Decides Long 
Island Road Can’t Give It Up. 


The Public Service Commission re- 
fused yesterday to permit the Long Isl- 
and Railroad to discontinue its freight 
station at Whitestone. Commissioner 
Williams pointed out that under the 
law the railroad had to obtain permis- 
sion from the commission before it 
closed any station, and that in spite of 
this it had given up the Whitestone 
freight station. 

In place of it the company has estab- 
lished about seven-tenths of a mile 
away a modern freight terminal at 
Whitestone Landing, but the White- 
stone merchants peeeeinss that this 
was too far away for their business pur- 
poses. Commissioner Williams decided 
that there was enough business in less 
than carload lots to justify the continu-

Greatest Sanitarium in the 
World for Consumptives 
Is Dedicated. 





FIFTEEN BUILDINGS READY 


Completion Marks Most Advanced 
Step In War on Tuberculosis, 
Speakers Say. 


The Sea View Hospital, near Four 
Corners, S. I., the largest and finest 
hospital ever built for the care and 
treatment of those who. suffer from 
tuberculosis in any form, was dedi- 
eated yesterday afternoon. The hos- 
pital, which is in fact many hospitals 
in one, was built by the city at a cost 


of $4,000,000 and stands on the crest of 


the highest point on the coast between 
Maine and Virginia. Commissioner of 
Charities Drummond, who presided at 
the exercises yesterday, said: ‘‘ The Sea 


View Hospital is a magnificent institu- 


tion that {s vast, ingenious, practical, 


convenient, sanitary, and beautiful.” 
Fifteen of the twenty buildings that 
will make up the greatest hospital ever 
planned in the world-wide fight now 
being waged against the ‘ white 


plague ’’ are now ready for use, and in 
the next few weeks it is expected that 


at least 1,000 patients will be under 
The com- 
pleted buildings !nclude the eight ward 
buildings, the administration building, 
the surgical building, the pathological 
building, the physical therapeutics pa- 


vilion, and a beautiful chapel, with three 


sanctuaries and a roomy and beautiful 
“commons.” The architecture {s Span- 
ish mission, and the eaves of the build- 
ings are all inlaid with leaf gold. Even 
the top of the chimney of the power 
house is inlaid with goldleaf. 

The construction of the hospital, long 


a dream of those who are in the fight 


to drive out tuberculosis, began nearly 


eight years ago, in the administration of 
former Charities Commissioner Tully. 
Since then the work has progressed slow- 
ly, and yesterday saw the completion of 
the great work. The Superintendent of 
the hospital is Dr. Edward S. Mc- 


Sweeny. Dr. McSweeny’s principal as- 


sistants are Dr. J. J. Donnelly, Dr. F. 
I. Herbig, and Dr. E. D. Hubbell. The 
capacity of the institution is about 1,100 
patients. 

The exercises yesterday attracted a 
large crowd to the hospital, among 
whom were many well-known Men and 


women interested in the battle to con- 
quer tuberculosis. Besides Commissioner 
Drummond were ex-Commissioner of 
Charities Homer Folks, Mgr. M. J. La- 
velle, Rector of St. Patrick’s Cathedral; 
President George Cromwell of the Bor- 
ough of Richmond; Dr. Royall 8S. Cope- 
land, head of Flower Hospital; Marcus 
M. Marks, President-elect of the Bor- 
ough of Manhattan; Frank H. Mann, 
Chairman of the Tuberculosis Commit- 
tee of the Charity Organization Sv- 
ciety, and Raymond ¥F. Almirall, the 
architect who designed the buildings, 

“The erection of this hospital,’’ said 
Mr. Drummond, ‘‘ should not be consid- 
ered as the work of any one man, 
Necessity, and necessity alone, caused 
the building of these splendid struc- 
tures, which are a part of this, the new- 
est of a series of hospitals in New York 
that are to be the finest on this conti- 
nent. This vast, ingenious, practical, 
most convenient, sanitary; and beautiful 
of hospitals. has cost the city about 
$4,000,000, and it is well worth it all. 

‘“* Within a little while there will be 
1,000 patients here, yet that 1,000 is but 
& part of the many who are in need of 
our care and attention. Here, please 
God, they will find warmth and rest, 
comfort and. strength—strength to go 
back to the battle of life. But if that 
be denied them, then, while heart and 
flesh are failing, I want them in these 
beautiful surroundings to prepare for 
the greater ‘house of many mansions.’ 
Those who have been denied so much 
in life, who have borne the burden and 
hardships, all who have suffered, I 
want to see welcomed here. And it must 
be remembered that this work is the 
work of every right-minded, of every 
right-thinking and well-meaning citizen 
of our great metropolis.” 

Mr, Folks was the next speaker. 

“The opening of this hospital,” he 
said, ‘‘is the most important event of 
this decade in the effort to save 10,000 
lives each year, that being the number 
that in the past have been lost to New 
York through the ravages of tubercu- 
losis. This splendid hospital, erected 
by the City of New York at a great 
cost, will serve a most humane purpose 
in the comfortable care of those who 
would otherwise be sufferers from neg- 
lect and privation. 

Mr. Mann, the next speaker, began 
with a tribute to the administration of 
Mr. Drummond as the head of the De- 
partment of Public Charities . 

“Tf all the dangerous advanced cases 
of tuberculosis in New York,” he said, 
“could be treated in hospitals, two re- 
sults would follow; first: the greatest 
danger of infection to the community 
would be removed; second: the Health 
Department and the Tuberculosis Dis- 
pensaries would be able to maintain an 
effective control of the remainder by 
concentrating their energies upon the 
more hopeful cases. 

“Thousands of New York’s consump- 
tives belong to the vagrant class. They 
live mainly in cheap lodging houses, but 
often in furnished rooms and as lodgers 
in tenements. This comparatively unde- 
sirable element of society, which will 
not benefit to any great extent by the 
provision the city makes for its sick 
poor, use the hospitals chiefly as cheap 
Winter quarters, going and coming as 
they please. They unfortunately crowd 
out of the hospitals the deserving poor 
who need this kind of care most, and 
who should be placed there both for 
their own sake and to protect their 
families from infection. ith this va- 
grant type the self-respecting consump- 
tive naturally does not care to be asso- 
ciated. It has frequently been neces- 
sary, however, to place these two classes 
in the same institution, and often side 
by side in the same ward.

anything else, perhaps, this has been

“Many of these consumptives, whom 
we speak of as self-respecting and who 
are such, are a bit too far advanced to 
be admitted to our sanatoria, and, being 
unwilling to mingle with the vagrant 
element, they are not properly cared 
for by our hospitals.

Institutions, to Act as Hosts.

CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—The special train 
bearing the New York, Boston and 
Philadelphia members of the American 
Academy of Arts and Letters and Na- 
tional Institute of Arts and Letters is 
due to arrive here at 2 o'clock to-mor- 
row afterncon. They will be met at 
Valparaiso, Ind., by a committee of the 
Chicago members of the institute, con- 
sisting of Hamlin Garland, Lorado Tait, 
and others. Accommodations at the 


leading clubs and hotels have been 
rovided for all the distinguished_visi- 
ors who are not guests of individuals. 

Arrangements have been completed 
for the events which will fill the three 
days of the joint meeting here of_the 
Academy and Institute. Blackstone Hall 
in the Art Institute has been decorated 
for the banquet to-morrow night at 7 
o’clock by the Chicago Society of Art- 
ists, and similar attention has been paid 
to Fullerton Hall, where the two pub- 
lic sessions of the several bodies will 
be held. 

The official hosts at the banquet will 
be fifty representative Chicago men 
with interests in the arts and in letters, 
assisted by the officials of seventeen 
loca] institutions and organizations, in- 
cluding three colleges and universities, 
artists, architects and writers’ associa- 
tions, and dramatic clubs, 

Charles L. Hutchinson, President of 
the Art Institute, will be the _toast- 
master. The Hon. William H. Sexton, 
Corporation Counsel, will welcome the 
city’s guests in the absence of Mayor 
Harrison, who has left town for his 
annual shooting trip. 

The first toast, to the academy, will 
be responded to by its Chancellor, Dr. 
William Milligan Sloane, and tnat to 
the Nationa] Institute by its President, 
Dr. Brander Matthews, both of Colum- 
bia) University. For the three depart- 
ments of the institute the toast to liter- 
ature will call for the response from 
Dr. William Lyon Phelps of Yale Uni- 
versity, to music from Edgar Stillwell 
Kelley of New York, and to the arts 
by “Lerado Taft, the Chicago sculptor. 

The toast to the hosts will be replied 
to by Walter L. Fisher, President of the 
University and Literary Clubs, and late- 
ly Secretary of the Interior. Six of the 
visitors will be accompanied by their 
wives, who will be entertained at the 
Cliff Dwellers at the same time by the 
wives of the local members of the in- 
stitute and of the Directors of that club. 

At 11 o'clock Friday morning, Nov. 14, 
the first public joint session of the two 
bodies will be held in Fullerton Hall at 
the Art Institute under the Presidency 
of Dr. William Milligan Sloane, in the 
absence of William Dean Howells, the 
President of the academy. Robert Un- 
derwood Johnson will read a letter from 
President Woodrow Wilson, who is a 
member of both bodies, which will be 
followed by a poem, ‘The Song of 
Songs,’’ written for the occasion by 
Madison Cawein of Louisville.

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Wright Accused of Selling Worthless 
Stock-—Traded on du Pont’s Name. 


Special to The New York T'imes. 

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 12.—Charged 
with fraudulently using the name of 
Alfred I. du Pont, Vice President of the 
I. I. du Pont Powder Company of Wil- 
mington, Del., and selling worthless 
stock of the German Gold and Uranium 
Company—a $1,000,000 mining corpora- 
tion—by holding out dreams of fortune 
in radium speculation, William Wright 
of Boyertown was held under $3,000 ball 
by United States Commissioner Moltz- 
burger in this city to-day. 

Chief Postal Inspector Cortelyou said 
at the hearing that the Government was 
prepared to prove that Wright had sold 
enormous quantities of the stock, that 
the concern was a palpable fraud, and 
that the stock was not worth the paper 
it was printed on. A further hearing 
will be held Nov. 28. 

Subsequently it was learned that Mr. 
du Pont personally owned the mining 
properties and that the German Gold 
and Uranium Company had no equity 
in the property whatever, According lo 
the postal inspectors, Wright and other 
agents had been going around the State 
telling farmers that Mr. du Pont was 
financing the company, and that the 
profits would be enormous. It is un- 
derstood that men familiar with. Mr. 
du Pont’s mining operations in Gilpin 
County, Col., were instrumental in foist- 
ing the stock upon the market. It is 
expected that other arrests will follow. 


FOR COLLEGE OF SURGEONS. 


One Thousand Practitioners to be 
Fellows in National Body. 


CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—One thousand of 
the leading surgeons of the continent 
will receive fellowships to-morrow night 
at the opening here of the American 
College of Surgeons. Another thousand 
surgeons will be selected for admittance 
to the college at some later date. 

After 2,000 fellowships have been con- 
ferred admittance to the college will be 
by examination, and no surgeon will be 
permitted to take the examination un- 
less he can show that he has had two 
years’ experience in a_ hospital that is 
standardized; that he has had at least 
six months’ work as first assistant to a 
trained surgeon, and has done all the 
classical operations under the direction 
of this surgeon. 


The college will use its influence to 


obtain the establishment of a_ supple- 
mentary course in surgery in the large 
medical universities of America. The | 


college also will seek the passage of 
laws making it illegal for a person to 
practice surgery who has not taken this 
supplementary course.

CHICAGO, Nov. 12.—Plans for mu- 
nicipal improvement along the twenty 
miles of lake front here have been | 
jeopardized by a suit for injunction filed | 
against the city and others by repre- 
sentatives of the Pokagon band of the 


Pottawatomie nation of Indians. 

The suit also makes claim to a strip 
of land along the lake front from 
Evanston to South Chicago, valued at 
many millions of dollars. The Indians 
base their suit upon a treaty between 
the United States and the united tribes 
of Ottawas, Chippewas and Potta- 
watomie Indians. 

The Government surveys, the suit 
charges, show that the eastern bound- 
ary of the grant is 100 feet back from 
the lake, in order to give the Indians 
fishing and camping privileges along the 
lake shore.

Young American Pianist’s Technical 
Equipment Is Ample. 


Victor Wittgenstein, a young Amer- 


ican pianist, gave his first New York} 
recital at Aeohan Hall last night, play-| 
ing a programme which included a Sara- | 
bande of Rameau, arranged for piano | 
by MacDowell; Beethoven's Sonata in D| 
major, Op. 28; MacDowell’s Sonata fra- 
gica, a Mazurka, Berceuse, and Scherzo 
of Chopin, a Debussy Suite sand a Para- 
phrase, ‘‘EKugen Onegin,” by ‘Tschai- 
kowsky-Pabst. 

The young pianist made a good im- 
pression. His technical equipment is 
sound and ample, and nothing serious | 
ean be said against it. On the more} 
important side of artistic personality he} 
showed the most promise in that his | 
playing was always thoroughly mascu- 
line and vigorous, with considerable 
sweep and power. The fact that his| 
best work was done in the larger num- 
bers of the programme, particularly the 
two sonatas, leads to the inference that 
his development may take him into the 
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class of pianists of the larger view- 
point. 
The programme showed a modern 


sympathy, for nothing antedated Beet- 
hoven, the Sarabarde being as much 
MacDowell as Rameau. His least satis- 
factory work was done with the Chopin 
numbers. His tone was a little hard at! 
times, but this was probably the result} 
of an artist of slender physique striving} 
for large tone volume.

Wall Street Regards Retirement as 


Lessening of Power, Comparable 
to Western Maryland Coup. 


In the nature of changes made in the 


Board of Directors of the Manhattan 


Railway Company, operating all of the 
in Manhattan and the 


elevated lines 
Bronx, at the annual meeting of stock- 
holders yesterday Wall Street was quick 
to observe a further lessening of the 
powen,of the Gould family in the trans- 
portation field. George J. Gould, for 


twenty years President of the com- 


pany, resigned to be succeeded by Ed- 


gar L. Marston of Blair & Co., and the 
Gould interests gave up seven of their 
ten places on the Board of Directors. 
Mr. Marston is active in various Gould 
properties, principally as a representa- 


tive of John D. Rockefeller, and the 


changes in the Manhattan Company di- 
rectorate, while apparently made with 
the friendly co-operation of Mr. Gould, 
resembled very closely the recent shift 
in the management of the Western 
Maryland Railway, in which Mr. Rocke- 


feller manifested his displeasure over 


the way the property was being man- 
aged by using his stock ownership to 
force changes in the board and Presi- 
dency. 

George J. Gould stirred up a great 
deal of antagonism in powerful finan- 
cial circles last February, when on the 


eve of a final settlement of the long 


drawn out negotiations for the con- 
struction of the new subways and the 
third-tracking of the Third Avenue Ele- 
vated he refused to ratify the agree— 
ment in so far as it related to the ele- 
vated lines: At that time there were 
allegations that as an alternative Mr. 
Gould had offered to sell his holdings 
to the Interborough Rapid Transit Com- 
pany at a figure considerably above the 
market price, but this he denied. Bit- 
terness among bankers who were en- 
deavoring to work out the financing of 
the new subways reached a point where 
it was proposed that a committee, head- 
ed by John D. Rockefeller, ask for 
proxies for a special meeting at which 
Mr. Gould might be ousted as Presi- 
dent. The matter was finally settled 
without a fight for control, and the ob- 
jections to the third-tracking plan with- 
drawn. 

There is $60,000,000 of Manhattan 
Railway Company stock outstanding, on 
which the Interborough, under the terms 
of a 999-year lease, pays annual divi- 
dends of 7 per cent. 

At the time of the threatened contest 
to oust Gould it developed that the es- 
tate of Jay Gould owned about 81,000 
shares of the elevated railroad stock, 
while 4,000 shares more were held by 
individual members of the family. The 
Rockefeller interests, including the Edu- 
cation Board, had 100,000 shares, and 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society 
stood third with approximately 20,000 


shares. The Sage estate had 12,500 
shares. ’ 
Manhattan stock was quoted in the 


market then at $130 a share. The Inter- 
borough management contended that if 
it acceded to the price of $175 a share, 
at which the Gould holdings were held, 
the company would pay something like 
$3,800,000 for the stock more than it was 
worth at current quotations, and this it 
did not intend to do. 

At yesterday’s meeting these new Di- 
rectors were added to the board: J. D. 
Rockefeller, Jr.; Edgar lL. Marston, 
Starr J. Murphy, Jerome D. Greene, 
E. G. Snow, Alvin W. Krech and Henry 
C. Phipps. None of these men is known 
as a Gould representative, although sev- 
eral are associated in other Gould prop- 
erties. They succeeded on the board 
Kingdon Gould, Jay Gould, F. J. Gould, 
Howard Gould, J. i. McClement, Alfred 
Skitt and T. Terry, deceased, all of 
whom were regarded as nominees of 
George Gould. Besides the seven men 
elected yesterday, the Directors of the 
board now constituted are George J. 
Gould, Edwin Gould, E. T. Jeffery, R. 
M. Galloway, William A. Day and J. J. 
Slocum. 

The newly elected President was not 
at his office yesterday, and none of the 
Rockefeller representatives would make 
any comment on the changes. One of 
the Directors said that they had resulted 
from an attempt to give a more even 
representation to the large stockholders, 
and that Mr. Gould’s retirement as Pres- 
ident had not been sought. He denied 
that the Gould holdings had been les- 
sened since the subway tangle. 

Mr. Marston represents Mr. Rockefel- 
ler as a Trustee on the General Educa- 
tion Board, and is a fellow-Director with 
Mr. Gould in the Guaranty Trust Com- 
pany. He is also a Director in the Mis- 
souri Pacific, St. Louis & Iron Moun- 
tain, Texas & Pacific, Western Mary- 
land and Western Pacific. The affilia- 
tions of the new Directors were thus 
described in a statement given out after 
yesterday’s meeting: 

“Messrs. Gould, Jeffrey, and Gallaway 
represent Gould estate holdings; Mr. 
Rockefeller the holdings of the Rocke- 
feller family and of the Wniversity of 
Chicago; Messrs. Marston, Murphy, and 
Greene represent, respectively, the Gen- 
eral Education Board, the Rockefeller 
Foundation, and the Rockefeller Insti- 
tute for Medical Research; Judge Day, 
the Equitable Life Assurance Society; 
Mr. Snow, the Home Insurance Com- 
pany; Mr. Krech, the Equitable Trust 
Company; Mr. Slocum, the holdings of 
Mrs. Russell Sage, and Mr. Phipps, the 
holdings of the Bessemer Investment 
Company. 

‘Last July, Mr. sockefeller and Mr. 
Gould, representing the two largest 
stockholding interests, discussed the ad- 
visability of having a general repre- 
sentation in .wne Board of Directors of 
other large stock interests in the coun- 
try, as well as of the two ge 23g in- 
terests; and with this end in view, and 
believing that the active participation 
in the affairs of the company by the 
representatives of a number of the 
leading stockholding interests would in- 
ure to the benefit of all the stockhold- 
ers, it was agreed that they would co- 
operate in inviting to seats in the board 
the representatives of the _ principal 
stockholding interests, asking them, so 
far as possible, to select their chief 
executive officers for these positions. 

“As Mr. Gould had served the com- 
pany for twenty years as its President, 
and was anxious to be relieved of that 
responsibility, he expressed the desire 
to retire at the end of his term of of- 
fice; and in view of the fact that the 
next largest stockholding interest out- 
side of Messrs. Gould and Rockefeller 
is the General Education Board, (of 
whose Finance Committes Kugar L., 
Marston of the banking firm of Blair 
& Co. is a member,) it was decided to 
recommend to the new board the elec- 
tion of Mr. Marston as President of the

Tne dealer said that Benoit entered 
the shop, denounced the picture and oth- 
ers with it as indecent and unfit for 
exhibition, and ordered them out of the 
window. Feinberg ordered him out of 
the store. Then began the attack on 
the window, so Feinberg says, and this 
lasted till Benoit was arrested.

FOR GRENFELLCORPORATION 


New Body Proposed to Handle 
Funds for the Missionary. 


At a meeting recently held in St. 
John’s, N. F., presided over by the Gov- 
ernor, Walter E. Davidson, and ad- 
dressed by Wilfred T. Grenfell, the medi- 


cal missionary, steps were taken to 
form a Grenfell Association for 
foundland to co-operate with the asso- 
ciatigns, already formed in England, 
Canada, and America, for the purpose 
of creating an international organiza- 
tion for controlling, systematizing and 
making the best use of the resources, 
provided by the activity of this phil- 
anthropist. | 

It is proposed that these associations | 
shall be bound together under a com- | 
mon deed of incorporation, so that there 
shall be a council of direction represent- 
ing all. The original suggestion was 
that this central control or authority 
should bear the name of the Internation- 
al Labrador Medical Mission, but Gov. 
Davidson strongly urged that it should 
bear the name of the founder, as that 
would more readily convey to every- 
body just what the organization stood 
for. This suggestion of the Governor 
was favorably received and it is likely 
that the ‘“ International Grenfell Asso- 
ciation ’’ will be the designation decided 
upon, 

Dr. Grenfell at this meeting made an 
address in which he stated that repre- 
sentatives of the British, American or 
Canadian associations visit Newfound- 
land. every year now and it has proved 
de gp oP te have conference with them, 

ut that for a complete council it was 
necessary that Newfoundland should be 
represented. The work is centered in 
the colony or on the Labrador territory 
under its jurisdiction and therefore the 
advice and help of Newfoundland repre- 
sentatives on the council would be wel- 
comed. 

It was proposed that the new body 
should consist of two representatives 
from New York, two from Boston, two 
from Canada and two from Newfound- 
land, and that it should meet in St. 
John’s in July of each year and be re- 
sponsible for the -administration and 
financing of the whole work of the mis- 
sion. This central board would also take 
steps to obtain further financial support 
In the colony to assist in meeting ex- 
penditures authorized at the annual 
meeting. 


Shippers for Higher Frelght Rates. 

BOSTON, Nov. 12.—A brief favoring 
the proposed increase in freight rates 
by the Boston & Maine Railroad has 
been filed by F. S. Pratt, representing 
Connecticut Valley shippers in Vermont, 
with the Interstate Commerce Commis- | 
sion, the Maine Railroad Commissioners | 
and the Public Service Commissions of 
Massachusetts, New Hempshire and Ver-| 
mont.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 12.—The na- 
tional debts of the world now aggregate 
$42,000,000,000, having increased 20 per 
cent. in the last decade and doubled 


in the last forty years. The interest 


and other annual charges amounted in 
1912 to $1,732,000,000, or an average of 
Slightly more than 4 per cent., though 
in many cases, especially those of the 
stronger nations, the interest rates are 
materially below that figure. The above 


figures, compiled by the Bureau of For- 


eign and Domestic Commerce, include 
the indebtedness of every country and 
colony of the world for which figures 


are available.

“Transportation” as Well as 
Machine on the Market—Self- 
starter for Delivery Car. 


Two innovations in the commercial 
car field were under discussion yester- 
day on ‘‘ Automobile Row.’’ One was 
the plan of one of the large truck com- 
panies to sell ‘‘ transportation,” as it 
calls it, as well as a truck. By this is 
meant that all dealers will become ser- 
vice stations, but beyond that is a novel 
Bcheme to tell any purchaser just what 
it will cost him to run his truck and, if 
he desires, to run it for him at that 
rate, sending the truck to him every 
day with a driver, who will deliver 
goods as well as run the machine.

Many sedate persons, when it was 
thought the craze for modern dancing 
was at its height last summer, pre- 
dicted that this fall would see the be- 
ginning of a wane, and that by the end 
of the winter tea dancing, dancing »fter 
dinner and during supper in the public 
restaurants practically would have died 
out. Anybody who made a round of the 
restaurants late yesterday afternoon 
would have found the ‘‘tea-ers’” dancing 
more energetically and far more nurmer- 
ously than ever and in more places than 
last year, while several restaurants that 
last season frowned upon the craze huve 
succumbed and now have. cleared 
spaces during supper where the pa- 
trons may tread a tuneful tango or a 
one-step or the “‘ultra-modern’’ dances 
that now are so numerous they can be 
spoken of only as a class.
